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' The Crisis in 
U.S. Education 


Problems of American educa- 
tion have not become less criti- 
cal—there are no _ indications 

whatever they 
will be less dif- 
ficult or less 
urgent in the 
years ahead. 
First of all, 
there is the ap- 
palling problem 
of numbers. 
Next year— 
just a few 
months away— 
our elementary 


school enrollment alone will be 
increased by at least a million 
more children. And.as the birth- 
rate has continued to rise, an in- 
crease of at least a million more 
elementary pupils per year may 
be expected in the foreseeable fu- 
ture. 

The four million births in 
1953 set a new record for the 
United States. And, thus far in 
1954, another record is being set 
which will be well ahead of 1953. 

The effect of the rising birth- 
rate in America is just now be- 
ginning to be felt at the high 
school level, By 1960, less than 
six years from now, there will 
be four high school students 
where there are three now; by 
1965 there will be five. 


Crisis 

These figures, sobering and 
provocative as they are, do not 
constitute the whole crisis: 
While elementary and high 


school enrollments are going up, 
the number. of persons prepar- 
ing to teach is going down. Since 
1950 enrollments in elementary 
and high schools have risen 24 per 
cent and 10 per cent .respective- 
ly. In the same period the an- 
nual output of elementary and 
high school teachers has 
dropped 26 per cent. 

That is the major portion of the 
crisis—an assured, substantial in- 
crease in pupils—a frightening de- 
crease in the teacher supply. 

This prospect of large increase 
fn elementary school enrollment 
had Jong been apparent from 
the birth records of the past 
several years. Most school people 
saw it. They sought to get some- 
thing done. But the people, the 
taxpayers, somehow insulated 
from the facts of life in their own 
country, surrounded though they 
were by the facts of growth in 
all the cities, towns and hamlets, 
were largely unwillingeto pay the 
price in bonds and taxes. A few 
stop-gap moves were made here 
and there—but almost nowhere 
was a full job done. The physical 
plant problem is an integral part 
of the crisis. 

We still have the opportunity 
to be prepared for the flood 
tide of students which soon will 
be at the doors of our high 
schools. It is already engulfing 
our elementary schools. But our 
school people now know that 
over the next 10 to 15 years the

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West Europe Gets 
New Lease on Lite 


There were few who would have be- 
lieved seven weeks ago that the shat- 
tered wreckage of EDC could be picked 
up, put together again and that the long- 
sought beginnings of a united Western 
Europe would begin to take shape. 


But that is what has happened. Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Dulles .calls 
it a “near miracle.” It is that and more. 
It points the way to eventual security 
for Western Europe against Communist 
aggression and to ending the periodic 
blood baths that have drenched the Con- 
tinent so many times. 

Agreement on the Saar _ between 
France and Germany was the last major 
hurdle to be overcome. It sounds sensi- 
ble. The disputed territory will be 
neither French nor German but part of 
the integrated European community. 
That concession on the part of Dr. Ade- 
nauer and agreement thereto by Mendes- 
France prove that both countries now 
know they must work together. 

The Allied occupation of Germany 
will come to an end. The West Germans 
are regaining their sovereignty. But the 
achievement above all others is the fram- 
ing of a seven-power Western European 
union—backed by the United States and 
Britain—that lays the framework for an 
eventual United States of Western 
Europe. 

Germany rightly becomes a member 
of NATO and her manpower will be in- 
corporated in the NATO armies. This 
military and economic strength harnessed 
to the West will vastly increase the de- 
fense potential. 

The West welcomes 
into the family of free nations. Work- 
ing together these nations form. the 
strongest coalition of powers ever assem- 
bled. 

There are many problems still to be 
met. There will be many additional ar- 
guments. But if they are met in the 
same spirit as have characterized negotia- 
tions of recent weeks, none are insur- 
mountable.

Speed-Up of Expressway 
Will Please Everybody 


There has been and continues to be 
impatience with the apparent slowness 
in completing the framework of Atlanta's 
Expressway System. In our impatience 
we forget that the system is becoming a 
reality, albeit in many stages. 

Progress has been slow. Officials ex- 
plain, however, that to have speeded it 
up would have meant spending additional 
millions. To acquire right of ways at 
reasonable prices and to iron out the 
scores of other problems in connection 
with a project of such magnitude takes 
time. 

At present the final link on the orig- 
inal Expressway design—the downtown 
connector—has not yet been started. This, 
cf course, has been the biggest headache 
of all. At the same time, it is the key 
to efficiency of the entire system. 

Three contracts on this last link will 
be let this fall according to state and lo- 
cal authorities. They will include roads 
and bridges and it is contemplated that 
the work will be speeded up as more 
funds are available from the state and 
federal sources.

A City Fails to Charm 
When It Has Bad Breath 


Los Angeles has made a virtue of big- 
ness, but now must question the wisdom 
of sacrificing so many things to size. 

The smog, that compound of civic 
effluvia which hangs over the city, has 
made life nearly unbearable for the 
Angelenos. Judges have been forced to 
adjourn court, for the jurors were drows- 
ing in Los Angeles’ bad air. People have 
sickened, and perhaps death has been 
Kastened by the-stinging cloud that oc- 
casionally blankets the great city of the 
West. 

A city breathes, even as a human. 
When its exhaled breath is a mixture of 
exhausts from home and factory chim- 
neys plus fumes from trucks and auto- 
mobiles, it is important that these fumes 


be carried away. Unfortunately for Los 
Angeles, its topography causes this bad 
breath to accumulate—sometimes for 
days—until a fresh wind from the sea 
blows it off. 

This smog has become a political is- 
sue. Citizens have organized to fight 
it and its causes, and the Governor of 
California has offered whatever state aid 
is needed. 

Not very long ago Los Angeles was 
more of a resort than an industrial cen- 
ter. It attracted thousands of residents 
from sections where climate was grim 
snd the air harsh. 

It is a big city now, one of the biggest 
in the land. In its race for new industry, 
in its straining for bigness, it has lost 
the greatest attraction a city can have— 
.the reputation of a pleasant, gentle place 
to live.

The man who trusts his horn 
above his brake believes that noise is 
more effective than action, and of course 
he is wrong. 

Quieter Paris streets have cut the acci- 
dent rate by a percentage that cannot be 
measured exactly. The improvement 
wrought in the nerves and dispositions of 
the natives cannot be measured right 
away, but eventually may be reflected in 
fewer government crises and_ gentler 
treatment of American tourists’ after dark.

This Old House Is Getting Shaky 
Pulse of the Public 


Saar Voter Had Choice of Reds or French; 
Picked French, German Press Officer Says 


Atlanta—Permit me to attach 
a few comments to your editorial 
dealing with the Saar issue. This 
issue indeed proves to be a major 
roadblock still in the way of 
French-German understanding. 

However, the. history of the 
Saarland problem does not date 
many centuries back (as does the 
Alsace-Lorraine question), it is 
in fact quite young. The very 
name “‘Saarland’’ or ‘Saarge- 
biet’’ (Saar Territory) came into 
use only in 1919 when France de- 
manded the right of outright an- 
nexation of the rich mining area 
on both sides of the Saar River, 
an area. belonging heretofore 
partly to the State of Prussia, 
partly to the State of Bavaria. 

In view of American and Brit- 
ish objections to put a territory 
that is entirely inhabited by Ger- 
mans under French rule, a com- 
promise was reached at that 
time: the coal mines became 
French property right away, the 
Territory was put under Allied 
Commission until 1935 when a 
plebiscite was to decide its fate. 
The _ plebiscite was held in due 
time under the supervision of 
the League of Nations and re- 
sulted in a 90 per cent majority 
of those voting for return to 
Germany. 

After the armistice of 1945, the 
Saar area became part of the 
French Zone of Occupation. Eco- 
nomically it is now, if not in 
theory but in practice, a part of 
France. Politically it is univer- 
sally recognized as an integral 
part of Germany. 

The Saar Adminstration formed 
during the period of French oc- 
cupation has not permitted any 
political party to function in that 
area which advocates unification 
with Germany, with one exception, 
the Communists. 

So it is easily explained why in 
the General Assembly _ elec- 
tions held a few years ago the 
pro-French parties won an enorm- 
ous victory: The choice was be- 
tween pro-French parties and the

the right of the German Saar 
population to remain part of Ger- 
many. 

In contrast to the French wishes 
of political integration into 
France, the German _ govern- 
ment has always expressed its 
willingness to sacrifice this Ger- 
man area in favor of West Euro- 
pean integration as a whole.

John Bunyan Rose 
From Lowly Hearth 


I suppose nearly every person in our country 
has heard of ‘‘Pilgrim’s Progress’’ by John Bun- 


yan. Certainly every educated person has read it. 


Next to the Bible, it has been read by more people than any other 
book ever printed and the stores today report it as a steady seller. 
As long as books are sold ‘Pilgrim's Progress’’ will be in demand. 
There is no other book to compare with it. 


More remarkable is the book 
when we come to know John Bun- 
yan, the man who wrote it. His 


story is a fascinating one. He was 
born more than three hundred 
years ago in the little town of 
Elstow, England. His father was 
a tinker, a poor and ignorant man. 

John only went two years to 
school and later on he forgot what 
little he learned. It is hard to be- 
lieve that the man who wrote 
Pilgrim’s Progress at one time in 
his life forgot how to write, but 
he did. 

Through the years I have en- 
joyed reading the books of the 
masters and from Bunyan I have 
received much help. He wrote 
many books, but only Pilgrim’s 
Progress is well known. I find his 
other writings a bit tedious to read 
and rather dull in many places, 
yet in his books are some of the 
most precious of all literary gems. 

For example, in reference to 
reading the Bible he said: ‘Read, 
and read again, and do not despair 
of help to understand something of 


great deal from men: also what 
is from men is uncertain, and is 
often lost and tumbled over and 
over by men; but what is from 
God is fixed as a nail in a sure 
place.” 


Have you ever read a better 
comment on Bible reading than 
that? Bunyan goes on to say: 
“There is nothing that so abides 
with us, as what we receive from 
God; and the reason why Chris- 
tians at this day are at such a 
loss as to some things, is because 
they are content with what comes 
from men’s mouths, without 
searching and kneeling before God 
to know of Him the truth of things. 


“Things that we receive at God's 
hand come to us as things from 
the minting-house, though old in 
themselves, yet new to us. Old 
truths are always new to us, if 
they come to us with the smell! of 
heaven upon them.’’ 

Bunyan is an example of how 
God can work in and through a 
man.

It’s Nip and Tuck 
In Republican Ohio 


COLUMBUS, Ohio—The Republicans cannot 
afford to lose a single Senate seat in Republican . 
territory in this all-or-nothing congressional cam- > 
paign. Yet here in Ohio, which Robert A. Taft carried by 430,000 
votes in 1950 and which Gen. Eisenhower won by a half million ma- 
jority in 1952, Republican senatorial candidate George H. Bender is 


in difficulty. 

If the Republicans can’t pick up 
a seat in a state which has not 
elected a Democratic senator in 
twenty years, then the 1954 trend 
is more Democratic than the Re- 
publican leaders are even privately 
admitting. 

And at this point there is no as- 
surance that Mr. Bender is going 
to win. 

The slow-starting campaign of 
Democratic Sen. Thomas Burke, 
Cleveland’s highly regarded former 
mayor—appointed by Gov. Frank 
J. Lausche at Sen. Taft’s death— 
has plainly gathered momentum in 
the past few weeks. Today he looks 
to be gathering more strength, not 
losing it. 

He has come off well in a series 
of face-to-face debates with the 
ebullient Mr. Bender, alternating 
a sober discussion of national pol- 
icy with some ju-jitsu personal at- 
tacks. upon his opponent § which 
might have fallen rather flat had 
not Mr. Bender’s own opponents 
in the Republican primary been 
saying about the same thing a few 
months ago. 

Actually the present Republican 
margin of 49 to 46 in the Senate 
is deceptive. Nevada’s Republican 
appointee will almost certainly be 
succeeded by an elected Democrat 
to fill the late Sen. Pat hcl meven's 
place and Sen. Wayne Morse of 
Oregon has already announced that

he will vote with the Democrats 
to organize the next Senate. 


This creates a stand-off which 
the Vice President could break. 
But since the Republicans may. 
lose ground in Kentucky and New 
Jersey and conceivably could drop 
seats in such states as Idaho, 
Oregon and California, they must 
take seats from Democrats else- 
where to hold the Senate. 

This is why the Republican cam- 
paign is crucial in Ohio. The Re- 
publicans are not assured of Sen- 
ate control by winning here, but 
they almost inevitably face losing 
the Senate by losing in Ohio. 


If the Republicans do lose, I can- 
not escape the conclusion that one 
of the reasons will be the party’s 
failure to find and to present to 
the voters a sufficient number of 
absolutely first-class candidates. 


The voters of this state, for ex- 
ample, expect and demand sena- 
torial candidates of stature and 
dignity and when they do not have 
these qualities—both of these qual- 
ities—they are likely to suffer at 
the polls. One reason Sen. Taft won 
so massively in 1950 is that his 
Democratic opponent, Joseph 
“Jumping Joe’ Ferguson, was not 
deemed “fit for the Senate’ by 
the voters. He was a tremendous, 
incomparable vote - getting can- 
didate for state auditor; but for 
the Senate, no. 


Ike-Old Guard Rift 


Is Showing Again 


WASHINGTON—Plenty probably will be said 
in Nov. 2 election post-mortems about a situation | 
that strikes the observer of congressional elec- ise 


tion campaigns over the country. This is how the Republican party 
is suffering from a handicap common to a party long out of office 
in the early, shake-down period of its return to office. 


This is the handicap of internal rivalries and jockeying for 
power that is intensified at the outset of a new regime. 


In the case of the Republican 
party this handicap is magnified 
because of the deep schism that 
developed between the Gen. Eisen- 


hower and the Sen. Taft wings of 
the party at the 1952 convention. 
That rift was smothered tempo- 
rarily in the shower of roses in 
which Gen. Eisenhower was sent 
to his triumphant election. A show 
of harmony was preserved there- 
after on the national level by the 
cooperation between the late Ohio 
senator and the President in the 
first session of the 83rd Congress. 

Now, however, the seam begins 
to show again in the congressional 
election campaign. That campaign 
imposes responsibility upon state 
organizations and the latent an- 
tagonisms and jealousies in those 
between the Old Guard and the 
Eisenhower element rise again to 
the surface to impede all-out, co- 
operative endeavor. There is not, 
as in the 1952 presidential election 
campaign, the symbol which Gen. 
Eisenhower offered—when he was, 
himself, a candidate—to unite the 
factions and inspire a common 
front. 


This is especially harmful to the 
Republican Party. Its strong point 
always has been good organiza- 
tion, much more so than with the 
Democrats. A  smoothly-working 
organization is needed to get out 


as big a vote as possible from the 
party faithful. Party managers, 
are relying heavily upon getting out 
the full organization vote which at 
times has been enough to win in 
the normally light vote of off-year 
elections. 

Most dramatic, as well as most 
publicized, among conflicts be- 
tween the GOP Old Guard and the 
Eisen'wwer group is the bitter 
vendetta of old line Republicans 
in New Jersey against Rep. Clif- 
ford P. Case, a recognized Fisen- 
hower adherent, who is the party’s 
candidate for senator. 


This is not an isolated case. You 
find similar splits elsewhere as 
you move about the country or, 
in some cases, dissension in the 
Republican organization traceable 
to various causes, including at- 
tempts of the Ejisenhowerites to 
capture the party organization. 
Though not so pyrotechnic or 
vengeful anywhere else as it 
seems to be in New Jersey, the 
back-biting is potentially damaging 
in a number of states where there 
are, as in Jersey, key contests 
that will decide which party will 
control the Senate in the incorning 
84th Congress.- It takes the form 
of the Old Guard lying down on 
the job, ‘Sitting this one out’’ as

A woman who has spent the past 16 years ringing doorbells 
has had only one door slammed in her face. And by another 
woman, too! 
‘*l have no time to fool with you,’ and wham went the 
door,’’ says Mrs. M. C. Gordon, describing the incident.

Mrs. M. C. Gordon Is One of Community Chest’s Top Workers 
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Book-Record 
Album--A Hit! 


Mr. Goddard Lieberson, a vice president of Columbia Rec- 
ords and a man:famous for originality and venturesomeness in 
his ideas, came to town for the local debut of one of his most 
exciting projects to date—the book-record album called ‘The 
Confederacy.” 


“TI am not a Yankee,”’ said Mr. Lieberson, positively follow- 
ing his—and the book’s—introduction at a luncheon by Ben R. 
Gordon. “I was born in England and Clifford Dowdey tells me 
that is nearly as good as being a Virginian:’’ 


With that auspicious beginning he promptly ingratiated him- 
self with a group of United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
musicians, radio and newspaper people and a handful of such 
authorities on the Confederacy as Wilbur Kurtz, the author-art- 
ist, Stephens Mitchell, brother of the ‘‘Gone With the Wind” 
author, and Richard Harwell, the former Emory librarian and 
expert on music of the Confederacy. 

Mr. Lieberson said his interest in Confederate music was a 
hobby until he embarked on the production of this book-record 
album. He had long felt that the Civil War, although ‘‘the best 
documented war’’ until World War I, had *‘a dimension lacking” 
and that dimension was music. With the help of Richard Har- 
well and other collectors of Confederate music he undertoak to 
fill that dimension. 


You have but to examine the beautifully bound-in-gray book 
to believe that Mr. Lieberson, producer of “You Were There” 
and “I Can Hear It Now,’’ those impressive record collections 
of living history, has done it again. 

“The Confederacy” is divided in two sections—‘‘To Read,” 
a collection of illustrated essays including ‘‘The Oonfederate 
Legend,” by Bruce Catton, ‘“‘Lee at Appomattox,” by Clifford 
Dowdey and “The Songs and Their Origins,’’ by Richard Bales; 
and ‘“‘To Hear,” 10 recordings of Confederate music, General 
Lee’s farewell to his army and, finally, the Rebel yell. 


Mr. Lieberson has taken infinite pains to get songs of the 
Confederacy played and sung the way they originally quickened 
steps and lightened hearts in the Southland. Lee’s farewell to 
his troops is given by his nephew, the Rev. Edmund Jennings 
Lee, who has, according to knowing researchers, a voice nearly 
like his famous forebear’s and the same “‘Piedmontese Virginia’”’ 
accent. ‘ 

’ Occasionally a Yankee air will work its way into a song— 
as in the case of “Year of Jubilo’’ or *“‘Kingdom Coming,”’ which 
shows up in “Dixie.”” But that is because, Mr. Lieberson ex- 
plained, the Confederate soldier had the wit and humor to bor 
row a tune he liked from his enemy and change the words to 
suit himself. ; 


But the ones that will probably be played the most on 
radio stations and home record players in the weeks between 
now and the time “White Christmas’’ begins its annual assault 
on the ears, are the sad, lonely “All Quiet Along the Potomac 
Tonight,” “The Bonnie Blue Flag’ and the fulsome ballad, 
*‘Lorena.”’ |

Epileptics Seek 


, 


To Live Normally 


The 1% million victims of 
epilepsy in this country are 
organizing to erase the stigma 
and change the obsolete laws 
directed against them for 
centuries. They acknowledge 
the handicap, but want the op- 
portunity to attend regular 
classes in public school, work 
without discrimination, and 
live an active, normal life. 


Most epileptics can do these 
things. With our modern reme- 
dies it is possible to control 
the attacks completely in more 
than 50 per cent. In an addi- 
tional. 30 per cent the number 


of seizures is reduced consid- | 


erably. 


speak for themselves. This was 
expressed recently by a patient 
who said, “Why should I be 
penalized 365 days just be 
cause I have two attacks a 
year that last five minutes 
each?”’ 

Epilepsy is not contagious 
nor does it affect the I. Q. The 
proportion of epileptics with 
dull, average, or superior in- 
telligence parallels that of the 
general population. They work 
hard and have less accidents. 

Furthermore, a recent sur- 
vey showed that most accidents 
occurring to persons with the 
disease do not stem from 
seizures but are of the kind 
that can happen to anybody. 

Handicapped individuals have 
trouble finding employment 
and consequently are likely to 
be model workers after they 
find a job. 


We now know that the 
chance of inheriting epilepsy 
is not as great as was believed 
formerly. This has encouraged 
more epileptics to marry and 
rear families. There is one 
chance in 50 that the offspring 
of an epileptic will develop 
seizures. 

When there is a strong family 
history of. epilepsy on both 
sides, the chance of transmit- 
ting the disease is much 
greater. Many physicians dis- 
courage having children under 
the circumstances. 


These encouraging results 


Some authorities also recom- 
mend that the fiancee of an 
epileptic have the brain waves 
tested with the electroencepha- 
lograf. If the pattern fs nor- 
mal, the marriage is not con- 
traindicated. This is done 
under the premise that non- 
epileptic individuals may carry 
the “epileptic trait.” There is 
disagreement on this point; 
consequently many physicians 
do not make suggestions along 
this line. 


There are many remedies 
for epilepsy but treatment of 
each case is an individual mat- 
ter. Close supervision is need- 
ed during the first few months 
because it may be necessary to 
switch medicines or alter the 
dosage in order to bring Ssei- 
zures under control.

Seventy-nine women were housed 
in the dorm where the demonstra- 
tion occurred. There were no in- 
juries, and the fire was extin- 
guished. 

The riot at the men’s prison 
started in one of the dining halls 
when, according to H. N. Headger, 
a guard, one of the convicts yelled 
“flat dog,’’ apparently in protest 
against bologna sandwiches. 

There were between 500 and 600 
men in the hall. 

The convicts immediately began 
throwing plates and food on the 
floor and prisoners in another din- 
ing hall took up the cry, tossed 
their food down but made no at- 
tempt to leave the hall. 

The men in the first hall spilled 
into the prison quadrangle, a 
grassy plot about the size of a foot- 
ball field between the two main 
cell block. It ‘was there that 
guards fired at the men, wounding 
nine of them, none seriously. 

The slain inmate was Joseph 
Coffee, 27, who had served about 
three years of a 6-year term for 
burglary and larceny. Warder Eid- | 
son said Coffee was killed by a 
guard's shot at the top of the stairs | 
in a cell block.
